President Reagan has signed into law important legislation 
affecting amateur radio. The signing of H. R. 3239, which in- 
corporates the amateur radio provisions of the legislation known 
earlier as S. 929 and H. R. 5008, took place on September 13. 
Thus ends a long battle for Congressional support of ARRL leg- » 
islative proposals in the fields of radio frequency interference, 
monitoring by volunteers, volunteer examination preparation 
and administration, and the lengthering of amateur license terms.

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K4SCL HONORED 
(By Geo, K4TH at the Melbourne ‘‘Traffic Breakfast’) 

As it must — to all of us — there comes a time to pass the bur- 
den’s duty, service, and responsibilities to another. In a few short 
weeks Woody Huddleston, K4SCL, will end eight years as Section 
Communications Manager, of Southern Florida, and take a well- 
deserved rest. 

Because I have been closely assocaited with Woody, during these 
past years, the Section Traffic Manager, Dick Hill, WA4PFK, has 
asked me to make this presentation. I first met Woody i in January, 
1974, when I came up from the Panama Canal Zone, for my annual 
trip to the Miami Hamboree. This was Woody’s first Hamfest, as 
SCM. When I retired nine months later and settled in Clearwater, I 
renewed my acquaintance, and - in fact - share the same birthday. 
So, I do feel competent to comment on Woody, both as SCM, and as 
a person. 


To mention, briefly, a few of Woody’s accomplishments — he 
holds the BPL Medallion, is an A-1 Operator, an Assistant Director, 
and has held most of the ARRL Field Organization appointments. 
He is NCS on several nets including FAST, QFN, 4RN and EAN. He 
is also a net representative for all these nets, and is a member of 
the Eastern Area Staff, of the National Traffic System. 

During his tenure, as SCM, Woody has been instrumental in 
strengthening the existing traffic nets, as well as fostering and 

forwarding Public Service, and Emergency Nets; especially the 
local 2-meter nets, and having these nets become affiliated with the 
National Traffic System. 

Woody has always insisted that the guide-lines of the American 
Radio Relay League be followed, in regards to traffic-handling and 
the N.T.S. organization. In these efforts he has had to make 
decisions that were, sometimes, unpopular, mis-understood and 
mis-construed. In doing so, he became the target for out-spoken 
criticism and abuse. In all these matters, he has never varied from 
established ARRL procedures and standards. I, personally, know 
how much disappointment and discouragement this has caused 
him. To his credit — he decided that these must pass, for the 
greater good of amateur radio. 

Woody leaves behind a legacy of a well-organized, viable and 
expanding Section. I know that he would wish this trend to continue, 
and that he will continue to be active in Public Service, and in 


traffic-handling. Because these accomplishments, services and 
leadership, should not go un-recognized, or unheralded, we offer 
the following Resolution: -

Thanks to WB40OSN for his guest writing appearance while I 
visited HB9 and W7 as well as operating 2m SSB from NH and MA. 
After a ten year absence from mountain tops, I worked five states 
from 3000 foot Mt. Cardigan, central NH, with an IC-202 and whip 
and also heard a VE2. If we had a 3000 yoot mountain in Miami, I’d 
have only worked as far as Orlando. See, the grid block system 
stands to help the VHF accounting system, particularly us in FL! 
Incidentally, I owe W1VD (CT) 2m QSL cards for SSB QSOs from 
NH, MA, as well as FL on meteors. Speaking of meteor scatter, 
W5HUQ reports good success during the Persieds Meteor shower 
with upwards of 20 QSOs. W4VTJ heard a number of states and 
heard W1AIM (VT) calling me. (I heard nil from Chip though.) At 
last weekend’s annual Mt. Tom, MA picnic of the New England 
VHF Association, several 2 meter operators stated that WB20TK, 
W5HUQ, and K1FJM were consistently heard in New England 
during the shower. While the shower was supposed to peak on the 
morning of the 12th of August, most ‘“‘meteor jockeys’’ felt that 
Aug. 13th provided better results than the 12th, and that the shower 
was poorer than usual. K1F JM worked three new states, but had no 
luck with most 1400 mile schedules.

(MO) at 0213Z on 14 July. This mode of propogation is rarely ob- 
served as far South as FL, but does occur once in a blue moon, so to 
speak. For those of you concerned with trivia, auroral propogation 
has been observed as far south as latitude 3 deg. North. 

If anyone in the Miami area needs daily moon AZ/EL info, with 
sky noise tabulation, I have a copy courtesy of KIMNS. 

For satellite buffs, the AMSAT annual meeting will be held on 10 
Oct. at 1400EDT. A technical forum will be held on 9 Oct. Meetings 
will e held at Goddard Space Flight Center just North of 
Washington, DC.

COMPUTERS IN FLORIDA ARMY MARS 
By E.E. “Hoisy” Hoisington, AAR40U/W4YTA 

When tuning in and checking into the Florida Army MARS 
Computer Net, Thursday evenings at 9:00 P.M. EDT on frequency 
4025, you become aware of the trend toward computer ownership 
and computer operations in Army MARS. 

Nowhere is this more apparent than on the RTTY nets where in 
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the opinion of the State Director, Elmer Kusluch of Citrus Springs, 
FL, 90% of the stations checking in currently are using the ‘Silent 
Screen”’ teletype procedures which computer technology has made 
possible. No longer are the clanking mechanical monsters the 
order of the day. No longer do XYL’s complain of the noise related 
to past teletype operations. Now, all messages are received on the 
screen, and replys being formulated on some split screen versions, 
without so much as a whisper. But that is ONLY THE BEGIN- 
NING. 

Additional applications for Army MARS use are being discussed 
and planned for the future. Just tonamea few... 

¢ Computer to computer communications via either modems and 
phone lines, which is most interference-clear as of this moment, 
and at the very fast speeds which computers can sustain. 

¢ Computer to computer communications via radio linkages, but 
on such channels as to eliminate or lessen interference (perhaps 
FM is best). 

¢ Computer usage for ‘‘station housekeeping’’, inventorying, 
logging, letter writing, etc. 

¢ Complete computerization of the station, to permit almost 
operator-free operation in routine operations. 

It’s really not “‘pie in the sky” thinking, just progressive plan- 
ning. While we may be just starting to make the revolutionary 
changes computers now permit, maybe we’ll be in on the REALLY 
BIG changes still to come. The Thursday evening net mentioned 
above meets for the discussion of computer problems and needs,

Y An A.P. item from Boulder, Colorado, from the NOAA points out 
that ‘‘A solar flare so huge that scientific instruments were useless 
to measure it shot from the sun’s surface releasing more energy 
than the Earth uses in a year, scientists said.”’ The article goes on 
to-say “The X-12 (X class is the rating of the largest of flares) flare. 
2leased more energy in less than 20 minutes than all the 

aturatand manufactured energy — from earthquakes to elec- 
ety — the Earth uses in a year, according to solar forecaster 
Phil Powell. It was pointed out that while the average person 
wouldn’t be aware of such occurences, solar flares are bad news for 
communications systems, since temperatures in X-class flares 
jump from the sun’s normal few thousand degrees to hundreds of 
millions of degrees. The resulting higher temperatures in the outer 
portion of the Earth’s atmosphere slow the movements of 
satellites. Shortwave readio signals fade as the waves of energy 
wash across space. The geomagnetic disturbances can cause 
disruptions in electrical power and electronic communications 
networks such s cross-country computer operations. Scientists 
have tracked an 11 year cycle for the sun. Powell explained that 
over the 11 years the frequency and intensity of sunspots — the 
centers of the sun’s magnetic fields — wax and wane. The peak for 
the current cycle was several months ago, and solar flares can be 
expected ‘for about another two years’.”’

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DX WITH W4MB 
The Yagi 

The most popular DX antenna is the Yagi, more properly the 
Yagi-Uda. It works as follows. If a resonant dipole is brought close 
to a radiating dipole, it will pick up and reradiate energy, changing 
the pattern. Closer than two-tenths wave spacing, the added 
element acts as a director, pulling the pattern towards it. For 
spacings greater than one-tenth wave, it acts as a reflector (Yes, 
both at the same time). The change (directivity) can be as great as 
plus 5dB, when acting as either a reflector or director, or munus 20 
dB when acting as a director. 

If the added element is shortened while it is acting as a director, 
its effect will be increased. Similarly, if lengthened while acting as 
areflector, it will also improve the pattern. The change in plus gain 
is relatively small, to perhaps 5.5 dB, but the gain is held over a 
wider range of frequency, and the front to back ratio is better. 

Several elements can be used. Adding a second reflector behind 
the first has almost no effect. Adding reflectors spaced at right 
angles to the first reflector, about equidistant from it and the 
radiator does help. With directors, however, adding another one 
ahead of the first one increases gain appreciably, and still more 
increase the gain further. 

With reasonable spacing of elements, around two-tenths wave- 
length, and with elements properly tuned, gain of the Yagi depends 
only on array (boom) length. It is about 10 dB above a dipole at one 
wavelength of boom, increasing about two dB for each added wave- 
length. Gain is about 5.5 dB for two elements, 7.5 for three and 8.5 
for four. ; 

With a resonant driven element, the feed impedance is very low. 
The most common methods of matching are the linear trans- 
former, in the form of the Gamma match, and addition of reac- 
tance, the antenna being lengthened and a short section of line 
bridged across the feed point. The Gamma match is easiest, 
especially for the home builder. 

If you want maximum performance, the antenna must be ad- 
justed to compensate for height, local conditions and construction 
technique. You can adjust for maximum gain at a particular 
frequency, or best average gain over a specified band. In most 
cases, however, a perfectly adequate compromise of all three will 
be secured with lengths and spacings set to handbook values. 

Gamma matches and several other feeds must be adjusted ex- 
perimentally. The easy way to do this is to aim the antenna ver- 
tically, with the radiator about one-quarter wave above ground. 
Adjust for minimum SWR at the desired frequency, or for best 
compromise over the desired band. It may be helpful to change the 
length of the raditor. Don’t change the other elements, though. 

The desire for directive antenna performance on several bands 
has lead to the multi-band Yagi. While some use individual 
elements on each band, most use parallel resonant circuits (traps) 
to disconnect the outer and unnecessary part of an element on the 
higher bands. Each trap is tuned to a frequency just lower than the 
band it is to establish. It acts as a loading coil on lower bands. 
Tuning on these antennas consists of changing the element length 
just to the inside of a trap, starting with the trap for the highest 
band. Don’t change the length inside of another trap. 

These antennas are compromise designs. The performance is 
good, but not as good as separate, full size antennas. 

While it is marginally worthwhile, for maximum performance 
you must tune the antenna. In the USA, for the DX bands, it is best 
to tune for maximum front to back ratio. Usually, our problem is 
QRM, not sig ag trength.

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THE K5RW BUG COLLECTION 

Like most of you, I saw my first bug when I was a teenager. I 
can’t remember what kind of bug it was, but it caught my heart and 
imagination. Visions of becoming a high speed operator and ear- 
ning my place on 40 meters danced through my head. So I got out 
the catalogues from the big radio houses on the east coast. My 
twelve dollars was soon in the mail. After what seemed like an 
eternity, the postman delivered my prize, a brand new SPEED-X 
bug, model 515. 

Two decades later, the SPEED-X is still with me. So is my 
fascination for bugs. My collection got started when I saw an ad in 
the classifieds for an old bug. Curiosity got the best of me, so I 
ordered it. The bug turned out to be a Vibroplex. I knew it was old 
because I had never seen one quite like it, but how old I didn’t know. 
I had to find out. Then came a McElroy bug. I knew who Ted 
McElroy was, but never knew he made keys. I wanted to find out 
more. 

Today there are 70 bugs in my collection and I am still trying to 
find out more. My goal is to find one of each make and model of bug 
ever manufactured and to know their history. I’ve got a good start, 
but I’ve got a long way to go. 

Horace G. Martin made the first bug in 1904. It was called ‘““THE 
VIBROPLEX”’. Other manufacturing firms saw how successful the 
bug was. In a few short years there were dozens of bug makers 
competing in the market. Many firms had several different models. 
For four decades the bug enjoyed a heyday. 

Technological advance eliminated the need for the bug. After 
WWII the bug manufacturers slowly faded away. Today there is 
only one still in business . . . Vibroplex. They are still making the 
same model that they started with in 1904, now known as the 
Original. Though they are gone, they are not forgotten. Thousands 


records are accessible and do contain technical and proprietary 
information about some of the early and unusual models. The lack 
of reference material is a handicap, but it makes digging for it a lot 
of fun. The Vibroplex factory, I am told, burned in 1972 and all 
records concerning serial numbers were lost. Therefore, even with 
the number, a Vibroplex bug is difficult to identify and date. 

If you have quetions about bugs of other keys, feel free to write. 
I’ll do what I can to share my knowledge or experience. 

If I don’t know the answer, I’ll steer you to another collector. If 
you have questions about a specific bug, please include the 
following information. It will save us a couple of letters. SASE 
appreciated. 

1. Dimensions of the base. 

2. Finish of the base, paint or plate and trim. 

3. Shape of the finger and thumb pieces and type of material. 

4. Size of the contact points. 

5. Serial number (this gets me close). 

6. Description of the main frame. 

7. Description of the damper assembly. 

8. Sketch of the nameplate. 

9. A picture is worth a thousand words, if you can make a photo, 
all the better. 

Perhaps we can start a regular column on old keys. Let Ted know 
what you think. In the meantime, look for me on 20 or 160, CW of 
course! !!

A SUGGESTION

How many times have you heard a station call CQ and wondered 
where the station was calling from? I am sure that all of us have at 
one time or another. 

Only a few short years ago, we would have at least known the 
broad geographical area from which the station was calling by the 
call area indicated in his call sign or from the portable indicator. 
However, this has all changed. A 

Portable indicators are no longer required by law and stations 
may now move from one call area to another and keep their old 
calls. The result is that a W2 station calling CQ might be from the 
metropolitan New York City area or he might be calling from 
Hawaii. There is no way of knowing until contact is made and you 
are told during the preliminaries of the QSO. 

There are many times when stations are tuning across the band 
looking for specific geographical areas for one reason or another. 
Perhaps they are looking for a fone patch or maybe they want to 
send a radiogram. While most stations answering a CQ probably 
don’t much care where the caller is located, the addition of city and 
state to the call would greatly assist those who are interested in 
making contact with a certain area. 

Why not give it a try? It might just add a new dimension to 
amateur radio.
